Forty-four million bushele_ of 
wheat were dealt in at the New" 
York Produce Exchange in one 
day in the early part of this week. 
The total wheat product of the 
United States for 1888 is given at 
415,868,000 bushels, so that about 
one-tenth of the yearly product of 
the country was dealt in by one 
exchange ov one day. As there 
are many exchanges in different 
cities, meeting daily, this will 
serve to illustrate the extent of the | 
gambling in grain which is car- | 
ried on. 

The Omaha World says: When) 
the enormous expense of the main- | 
tenance of the vast army of oper- 
ators necessary to carry on this 
business is taken into considera- 
tion, some idea may be formed of 
its pernicious influence upon the 
community at large. For these 
men produce nothing, create no 
value, and must necessarily gein 
their living from the labor of those 
who do, Their cost to the com- 
liunity comes out of the difference 
in price received by the producer 
avd that paid by the consumer, an 
aggregate of wealth whose just | 
distribution would go far to allevi- 
ate the distresses, or increase the 
comforts, of both those classes, 
These people aver that they act as 
distributors, and put money into 
circulation. But if one exchange 
cau handle one-tenth of the entire 
product at one session; what 
earthly necessity can exist for so 
many as are in operation? And if 
they put money into circulation, 
so do faro banks and lotteries, and 
yet these are looked down upon by 
right thinking people and sup- 
pressed by law. 

Those who advocate this species 
of gambling say that their profits 
are not derived from the producer 
and consumer, but come from the 
avarice and cupidity of persons of 
less experience than themselves, 
who desiré to get other people’s 
money without adequate) return, 
and who, in their efforts to do so 
fal into the meshes so caretully 
spread for them by unscrupulous 
schemers. This is unfortunately 
true to a Certain extent, though it 
does not cover the whole ¢ase, but 
even so far as it goes, itis nota 
system to be looked upon’ with tol- 
eration by honest people. The law 
interposes its protection to silly 
men about to be inveigled into 
bunko games and “green goods* 
purchases, and why it should offer 
a premium to those engaged in 
similar enterprises under other 
names, is somewhat difficult to de- 
termine. Let all gambjing be 
placed upon the same level and be 
equally permitted or prohibited, as 
the authorities shall determine. 
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Open Your Eyes.
